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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-9 and 20-23 in the reply filed on 
1 1/12/04 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 10-19 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1. 142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
reply filed on 11/12/04. 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show "the 
trench layer 106" in figure 1, as described in the specification. Any structural detail that 
is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
apphcation. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed 
from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of 
the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show 
the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
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"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any 
portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 6 recites the limitation "the first and second via dielectric layers" in lines 
2-3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 

on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by tiie applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was pubUshed under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language, 

7. Claims 1-9 and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dubin et al. (US 2004/0266167, dated 12/30/04, filed 6/26/03), 

Dubin shows, the method as claimed in figures 2A-2M and figures 4A-0 and 
corresponding text, with first via dielectric layer 216 [0018], photosensitive trench 
dielectric layer 218, trench through photosensitive trench dielectric layer (fig. 2F), 
conductive material 236 in the via and the trench, top layer 220, and decomposition of the 
photosensitive trench dielectric layer (fig. 2L; [0017], [0020]). Partial removal of the 
photosensitive trench dielectric layer between vias is shown in figures 4K-4M.
